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PRELIMINARY  REPORT 


To  His  Excellency, 

EPHRAIM  F.  MORGAN, 

Governor  of  West  Virginia. 

Sir: — I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  Second  Annual  Report  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Mines,  it  being  the  thirty-ninth  annual  report  of  the  condition  of 
the  coal  industry  of  the  State.  The  period  covered  by  the  statistics  shown 
therein  is  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1,  1920,  and  ending  June  30,  1921. 

This  report  will  show  an  increase  in  the  production  of  coal,  as  well  as  in 
the  number  of  employees,  and  a  decrease  in  the  production  of  coke,  with  a 
like  decrease  in  the  coke  workers,  and  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  days 
worked  in  both  branches  of  the  industry.  The  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year 
found  the  various  operations  of  the  State  in  the  most  prosperous  condition 
they  had  ever  experienced  both  as  to  demand  for  their  product  and  as  to 
their  ability  to  secure  competent  help.  This  condition  prevailed  through- 
out the  first  half  of  the  year,  but  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  with  the  closing 
of  the  factories  throughout  the  country,  coupled  with  the  general  unrest 
experienced  since  the  closing  of  the  great  war,  were  such  as  to  greatly  curtail 
production,  and  thus  cause  only  a  moderate  increase  in  the  production  of 
coal  for  the  year. 

During  the  year  covered  by  this  report  there  were  993  companies  reporting 
1,570  operating  mines,  which,  together  with  the  small  wagon  mines,  pro- 
duced 80,761,604  gross  tons  of  coal,  an  increase  over  the  coal  produced  the 
previous  year  of  770,288  gross  tons.

You  will  note  from  the  above  that  the  production  of  coal  for  the  year 
covered  by  this  report  has  increased  770,288  gross  tons  over  the  year  1920, 
while  the  production  of  coke  during  the  same  period  has  decreased  335,489 
net  tons.

PRODUCTION  OF  COAL  AND  COKE 

During  the  year  993  firms  representing  1,570  producing  mines,  together 
with  the  small  country  and  wagon  mines,  reported  a  total  production  for 
the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30;  1921,  of  80,761,604  gross  tons,  an  increase  of 
770,288  gross  tons,  or  0.96  per  cent,  over  the  year  ended  June  30,  1920. 
Within  this  same  period  the  coke  manufactured  in  the  State  amounted  to 
836,728  net  tons,  which  is  a  decrease  under  the  preceding  year  of  335,489 
net  tons,  or  28.62  per  cent.  Below  you  will  find  the  estimated  value  of  the 
production  of  both  coal  and  coke  for  the  past  year:

The  mines  of  the  State  average  155  days  during  the  past  year  as  against 
182  for  the  preceding  year. 

COKE  OVENS  AND  COKE  PRODUCED 

There  were  45  coke  plants  operated  in  the  State  during  the  year,  which 
reported  a  total  of  7,394  coke  ovens,  of  which  number  3,955  were  in  actual 
operation,  there  being  3,439  ovens  not  in  use  during  the  year. 

There  were  1,257,065  gross  tons  of  coal  converted  into  coke  which  gave  a 
yield  of  836,728  net  tons  of  coke  and  gave  employment  to  1,050  persons. 
The  decrease  in  the  production  of  coke  as  compared  with  the  previous  year 
was  335,489  net  tons,  but  at  an  increased  valuation  of  $560,554.12.  The 
average  price  per  ton  of  coke  was  $9.58,  an  increase  of  $3.22  per  ton  over 
the  preceding  year. 

MEN  EMPLOYED 

During  the  year  there  were  employed  at  the  mines  and  coke  ovens  within 
the  State  an  average  of  116,726  persons,  an  increase  over  the  previous  year 
of  19,300.    Of  the  total  number  employed  there  were:

Counting  thte  superintendeiits,  mine  foremen,  fire  bosses,  store  managers, 
store  and  ofTice  clerks,  it  would  be  safe  to  add  five  persons  per  mine,  em- 
ployed in  these  capacities.  Basing  this  estimate  on  1,570  producing  mines, 
it  would  make  a  total  of  7,850  persons,  or  a  grand  total  of  employees  directly 
connected  with  the  operation  of  the  mines  of  124,576.

SHIPMENTS  OF  COAL  AND  COKE 

For  the  vear  ended  June  30,  1921,  the  operating  coal  companies  of  the 
State  reported  75,302,368  gross  tons  of  coal  and  836,728  net  tons  of  coke 
as  being  shipped  over  the  railroads  from  the  mines  in  the  State.  They  also 
reported  for  the  same  period  874,494  gross  tons  of  coal  as  being  shipped  by 
river.  809,848  tons  of  which  originated  and  was  floated  down  the  Great 
Kanawha  and  64,646  gross  tons  were  shipped  on  the  Ohio  River.  This 
does  not  include  the  tonnage  of  fuel  consumed  by  water  craft  and  local  river 
trade.  There  was  no  coal  shipped  on  the  Monongahela  River  and  no  coke 
was  shipped  by  water,  either  on  the  Kanawha,  Monongahela  or  Ohio  Rivers 
during  the  year. 

SELLING  PRICE  OF  COAL  AND  WAGES  PAID 

During  the  year  the  average  price  received  by  pick  miners  throughout 
the  State  for  mining  run-of-mine  coal  was  95  cents  as  against  91  cents  in 
1920,  this  being  an  increase  of  4  cents  per  ton.  The  average  tonnage  pro- 
duced by  each  pick  miner  was  1,227  tons,  a  decrease  of  368  tons  under  the 
fiscal  year  1920.  The  average  annual  wage  of  pick  miners  (all  pick  miners 
included)  was  §1,165.65,  which  was  a  decrease  of  8285.80  under  that  of 
1920. 

The  average  selling  price  of  coal  shipped  from  the  mines  of  the  State 
was  S4.65  per  gross  ton  run-of-mine  coal,  which  is  an  increase  of  81.25  per 
ton  over  the  price  received  last  year.  Coke  was  sold  f.  o.  b.  at  the  ovens 
during  the  year  at  an  average  price  of  $9.58  per  net  ton,  which  is  an  increase 
over  the  previous  year  of  83.22  per  ton. 

ACCIDENTS 

There  were  ^Ifi,  ^"-^^-^  i^''^^  i"  r-on|i^p.tion  wiih,,^ie  inining  industry  of  the 
State  during  the  year  ended  June  30,  1921.  Of  this  number  314  were  killed 
inside  the  mines  and  32  outside,  or  a  net  total  increase  of  26  during  that 
period. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  fatal  accidents  has  been  very  disappointing 
to  this  department  as  special  attention  has  been  given  this  phase  of  the  work 
and  at  all  times  we  sought  to  impress  both  employer  and  employe  with  the 
importance  of  using  every  precaution  to  avoid  dangerous  conditions  and  to 
exercise  all  diligence  in  the  prevention  of  unnecessary  accidents.  A  large 
percentage  of  the  accidents  occurring  in  this  State  are  caused  by  carelessness 
and  neglect.  During  the  last  six  months  of  the  year  when  the  mines  were 
not  running  regularly,  men  were  often  sent  into  the  mines  without  a  proper 
examination  of  the  working  places  and  when  they  were  so  sent  worked  regard- 
less of  conditions  and  did  not  make  any  attempt  to  make  their  places  safe. 
This  resulted  in  many  unnecessary  accidents  which  could  have  been  avoided 
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had  proper  care  l^een  taken  and  a  reasonable  amount  of  "Safety  First" 
methods  adopted.  We  still  continue  to  send  to  each  operating  company  a 
monthly  report  of  all  fatal  accidents  occurring  at  the  mines,  with  the  end  in 
view  of  showing  just  how  these  accidents  occurred  that  they  may  be  avoided 
in  the  future.  This  report  shows  the  name  of  the  company  and  mine  at 
which  the  accident  occurred,  together  with  the  name  of  deceased,  the  date 
and  cause  of  the  accident  and  such  other  information  as  may  be  pertinent. 

The  system  of  mining  institutes  which  was  put  into  operation  last  year 
is  continued  and  particular  attention  is  given  to  all  subjects  relating  to 
"Safety  First"  methods  and  all  things  which  tend  to  increase  the  efficiency 
and  safety  of  the  men  employed.  The  institutes  have  been  fairly  successful 
and  well  attended,  and  are  growing  in  popularity  throughout  the  State. 

There  were  842  non-fatal  accidents  at  the  mines  during  the  year,  710  of 
which  were  inside  the  mines  and  132  outside,  thus  showing  a  decrease  in 
non-fatal  accidents  of  6  under  the  previous  year. 

Below  is  a  comparison  of  fatal  and  non-fatal  accidents  during  the  fiscal

During  the  year  covered  by  this  report  eleven  accidents  occurred  at  the 
mines  in  this  State  in  which  two  or  more  persons  lost  their  lives.  This 
list  embraces  accidents  from  all  causes. 

October  25,  1920,  Ernest  S.  Richardson,  assistant  mine  foreman,  and 
James  Smith,  motorman,  Americans,  and  Delalo  Battista  and  Carl  Baserge, 
miners,  Italians,  were  instantly  killed  when  they  were  caught  by  a  fall  of 
slate  at  No.  1  mine  of  the  Steel  &  Tube  Company  of  Angelica  at  Dehue, 
Logan  County. 

November  12,  1920,  Eddie  B.  Sallars,  James  Mathis  and  Harry  Wright, 
Americans,  laborers,  were  instantly  killed  by  a  fall  of  slate  at  Lundale  mine 
of  the  Lundale  Coal  Company  at  Lundale,  Logan  County. 

December  13,  1920^  W.  C.  Powers,  slaterran,  American,  and  Percy  Walling- 
ford,  slateman,  colored,  were  instantly  killed  at  the  Big  Stick  mine  of  the 
Pemberton  Coal  &  Coke  Company  at  Hot  Coal,  Raleigh  County.  Some 
slate  which  the  deceased  were  taking  down  fell  without  warning  with  the 
above  result. 

On  January  11,  1921,  W.  H.  Pucker,  assistant  mine  foreman  and  Bond 
Stalnaker,  miner,  both  Americans,  were  instantly  crushed  to  death  by  a  fall 
of  slate  at  No.  40  (Midland)  n  ine  of  the  United  States  Coal  &  Coke  Company 
at  Philippi,  Barbour  County. 

January  19,  1921,  Clarence  Hunter  and  Henry  Green,  laborers,  Americans, 
were  sent  into  the  air  course  to  clear  up  a  fall  of  slate  when  they  were  caught 
by  another  fall,  causing  instant  death  to  both.  Mary  Helen  nine,  Chat- 
taroy  Coal  Company,  Inc.,  at  Hatfield,  Mingo  County. 

On  February  2,   1921,   Charles  Randall,  John  Templeton  and  William 
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Chandler,  negroes,  laborers,  were  instanlly  killed  at  the  new  opening  of 
Windsor  mine  of  the  Windsor  Coal  Company  at  Short  Creek,  Brooke  County. 
Deceased  came  to  their  death  by  the  slipping  down  of  the  hill  above,  breaking 
the  heavv  timbers  and  crushing  them. 

On  February  25,  1921,  C.  C.  Sutton  and  Charles  Webb,  colored,  miners, 
were  instantly  killed  bv  a  slate  fall  at  the  old  mine  at  Queen  Shoals,  operated 
by  the  Rex  Colliery  Company,  Clay  County.  These  men  were  at  the  working 
face  when  fall  occurred  with  above  result. 

\pril  11,  1921,  Farlev  Malone,  trip  rider  and  Bernard  F.  McGill,  brattice 
man,  Scotch,  were  instantly  killed  by  a  fall  of  slate  at  Arkwright  mine.  Elm 
Grove  Mining  Company  at  Elm  Grove,  Ohio  County.  Deceased  were 
riding  to  work  in  the  man  trip,  when  the  car  jumped  from  the  track  knocking 
out  the  timbers  with  above  result. 

May  3,  1921,  Hubert  Cowan  and  Ernest  Payne,  Americans,  coal  loaders, 
were  instantly  killed  by  the  fall  of  a  slab  of  slate  at  No.  6  mine  of  the  Island 
Creek  Coal  Company  at  Holden,  Logan  County. 

May  14,  1921,  Charles  Lewis  Shaw,  American,  and  J.  H.  :Massey,  negro, 
miners,  were  caught  by  a  fall  of  slate  while  coming  out  of  mine,  on  seventh 
right  entry  of  Boone  mine  No.  5,  operated  by  the  Boone  County  Coal 
Corporation  at  Sharpies,  Logan  County,  and  instantly  killed. 

June  16,  1921,  E.  Rastus  Blankenship  and  Ernest  Blankenship,  miners, 
Americans',  were  killed  by  a  fall  of  slate  at  Caswell  Creek  Colliery  of  the 
Pocahontas  Fuel  Company  at  Freeman,  Mercer  County.  The  slate  first 
fell  on  E.  Rastus  Blankenship  and  when  Ernest  went  to  remove  it  he 
was  caught  by  another  fall  with  above  results.

TONNAGE  PER  FATALITY 


Since  the  year  1883  the  average  gross  tons  of  coal  produced  per  each 
fatality  inside  the  mines  have  been  160,.582  tons,  including  1921,  which 
is  257,203  gross  tons.  At  the  mines  where  fatal  accidents  occurred  there 
was  an  average  of  one  life  lost  for  each  84,842  gross  tons  of  coal  produced. 
The  314  lives  lost  inside  the  mines  during  the  year  occurred  at  256  mines 
employing  29,013  persons  inside  and  produced  26,64ft,499  gross  tons  of 
coal,  while  the  other  mines  at  which  not  a  single  life  was  lost  inside  the  mines 
produced  54,121,105  gross  tons.  During  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1921, 
the  causes  of  accidents  in  which  lives  were  lost  inside  the  mines,  are  sum- 
marized as  follows:
